HENDRICKS. 
HIS FRIENDS SMELL TREASOA IN THE AIR. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Dec. 23.- 
of the bitter feeling among the Hendricks 
Democrats, alluded to last night, the following 
appears to-day from a Washington correspon- 
dent of the Baltimore Sun, who sustains in- 
timate relations with the prominent Democrats 
here: 

Within a few days there have been rumors that 
the friends of Hendricks were meh excited over 
what they regarded as indications of a disposition 
on the part of New York Democratic politicians to 
sell out Hendricks, if thereby they can secure Til- 
den. ‘these rumors are widely circulated, and 
there are Democratic members of both Houses who 
believe there is foundation for them. A Demo- 
cratic Senator said to-night he had no confidence 
in New York politicians of either party; that they 
would sell out anything and anybody to attain 
their ends. He had believed that they would 
sell out Hendricks if they could make 
by it, and opportunity offered. It is not 
to de believed, of course, that Gov. Tilden would 
be a party to anything like this. It is not charged 
that he individually would give his consent to any- 
thing of the kind. Hendricks is as much elected 
as he is. No bargain will be made which will sep- 
arate the cause of one from the other. The contin- 
gency may occur which will result in the election 
of Tilden by Wheeler by the Senate. 
If this comes about legitimately, which is by no 
means improbable, neither Hendricks nor his 
friends would complain or have a right to; but H it 
comes about through preconcerted arrangements, 
it would be as gross a violation of justice and of 
public morals as would be the inauguration of 
Hayes. 


THE TELEGRAPH. 


WHAT THE MANAGERS WILL DO TO PROTECT 
THEMSELVES. 


Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 
New York, Dec. 22.—The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
adopted a resolution on Wednesday declaring 
that all messages sent by the Company were 
in the exclusive custody and under the control 
of the Executive Committee. The Board of 
Directors met to-day and unanimously adopted 
a resolution authorizing the President of the 
Company to make all proper legal resistance to 
the demand of the House of Representa- 
tives and its Committee for private and 
confidential papers; also giving the man- 
agers of the Company power, and di- 
recting them to destroy, original copies 
of all messages as soon as this may be done 


Some time ago the Managers were directed to 
destroy copies of messages after six months in- 
stead of two years, as had previously been the 
rule, but it is stated this time may easily be re- 
duced to four months without serious incon- 
venience to accounts, and the necessity of hold- 
ing them more than thirty to sixty days can be 
removed if necessary, by going to some addi 
tional expense.

Naw Tonk. Dec. 19.—The manner in which

. public and private asylums, is some- 
tung in which every person, possessed of the 
slightest humane feeling, must feel a deep in- 
terest.

Parliament interfered in behalf 
of the unfortans‘e *anatics, and, by the enact- 
ment of stringent iaws, accured for them better 
treatment, at the same tie providing such 
against the confinement of sane per- 
sons a8 to render it almost an im- 
possibility. Recent events in New York 
and Brooklyn have directed public attention 
to our insane asylums which is likely to lead to 
important results. In New York an elderly 
tady, while down-town, became 
BEWILDERED BY THE CROWD 
and the rush of business, lost her way, reccived 
an injury in stepping from the street-cars, and 
was found in a dazed condition by a policeman, 
who took ber to the station-house. Her fright 
and nervousness had served to turn her mind, 


already weakened by old age, off its balance, and 


she was unable to give any account of herself, 
talking in a feeble and incoherent manner. She 
was pronounced insane and sent to the hospital 
at Blackwell’s Island. She was finally dis- 
covered by her friends, who found her mind 
restored, and she was removed to her home. 
She was physically, however, very much broken 
down, having been subjected to rough and 
brutal treatment which a strong, robust person 
could scarcely resist. She had been plunged 
into a cold bath and marched, in a nude condi- 
tion, through the halls of the hospital; had been 
strapped down to a bed in «a strait- 
jacket, and bad been knocked down 
and beaten.

An interesting article on the abuses of 
public and private asylums for the insane is 
furnished by a New York correspondent 
and appears elsewhere in this issue—a sub- 
ject to which public attention can be 
directed in our own State to e- 
cellent advantage, as is shown by 
the recent developments in ths case 
of Col. Hutz at the Northern Illinois Asy- 
lum. In New York the unfortunate inmates 
of the asylums have found a powerful cham- 
pion in the person of Mr. Jonx D. Town- 
SEND, a lawyer, who has undertaken the 
work of reform in their behaif, and, as wiil 
be seen, is meeting with gratifying success. 

South Carolina is now without a Legisla- 
ture in running order, both the regular and the 
rump organizations having adjourned une die. 
This leaves Hampron helpless so far as the 
organization of a State Government is con- 
cerned, All that remains for his supporters 
to do in his behalf is to refuse to pay taxes 
on the plea of illegality in the levy ; but this

The Florida Supréme Court has issued an 
order directing a recount of the vote by the 
State Canvassing Board, and a declaration of 
the result as shown upon the face of the re- 
turns. There is ample room for doubt 
whether the Supreme Court has any power 
to enforce this mandate so far as it relates to 
the reopening of the vote for Presidential 
Electors. According to the Constitution of 
the United States the term of office of all the 
Electors expired on the first Wednesday in 
December, immediately after they had ful- 
filled the sole function of their office—that 
is, met and cast their votes for President and 
Vice-President. It is claimed that when this 
has been done they no longer have an official 
existence, being then no more than private 
citizens, and hence it is not possible for a 
recount of the Florida vote to affect the ac- 

plished fact that the Electors have al- 
‘ discharged their duties and ceased to 
‘be Electors. Certainly if the Hares vote 
from Florida were not counted by the Senate, 
none other could be counted from that 
State. 


The. unusually brilliant meteor? which 
passed over the States of Kansas, Missouri, 
Iilinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsylvania 
appears to -have followed a path that was 
very much curved with respect to a plane 
perpendicular to the earth’s surface. Un- 
fortunately, none of the numerous notices of 
the stranger that have come to hand give its 
position with sufficient accuracy to permit a 
calculation to be made of its course. 
In order, however, to believe that all 
of them should be approximately cor- 
rect, it is necessary to assume that 
the path was several scores of miles 
above the surface of the earth, and 
nearly parallel thereto, during the flight 
oxer Illinois. This view is supported by the 
um ony of an observer at Valparaiso, Ind., 
who heard the noise in from three to four 
minutes after the flash. Taking 4.6 
seconds per mile as the rate at which 
sound travels through the atmosphere, this 
would give the distance of the meteor 
from Valparaiso as forty to fifty miles. It 
appears to have been subject to numerous 
minor explosions in its visible flight, and its 
surface became more rapidly heated than 
the interior by friction in passing through 
our atmosphere. The Indiana observations 
indicate that it was almost entirely dissi- 
pated into fragments before it ceased to be 
visible. The last portions probably fell to 
the earth in New York State; but none of 
them may be large enough to constitute 
what we may call a good find.” It appears 
probable that the meteor was less largely 
composed of iron than is the case with me- 
teorites that are found in large masses; as 
an earthy consistence is most favorable to 
such disintegration as is testified to by the 
majority of observers of the meteor under 
notice. 


: COUNTING THE VOTES. 

The Democratic State Committee has been 
holding aspecial session at Springfield to 
consider the Presidential election, and to de- 
fine and declare what:ought to be done in 
the premises. Here is the deliverance of the 
angust body : 

Resolved, That the Committee do hereby affirm 
the constitutional right of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, after the President of the Senate 
shall have opened all the certificates received by 
him, to count the Electoral vote for President and 
Vice-President of the United States, and declare 
the result of such count. 

Resolved, That we deny the existence of any 
constitutional right or power in the President of 
the Senate of the United States, independently of 
the authority from the two Houses, to count said 
votes and declare the result thereof, and would re- 
gard such a proceeding as revolutionary. 

This view of the case has been repeatedly 
discussed in Tux Tripcunz, and we have 
again to point out the inconsistency of the 
declaration that the vote shall be counted by 
the Senate and House of Representatives in 
the absence of any suggestion as to how this 
shall be done. A Democratic Senator a few 
daysago insisted that this vote shall be count- 
ed by the joint convention” of the two 
Houses of Congress, but he made no sugges- 
tion of how a joint convention is to be 
had. Congress is a legislative body; it con- 
sists of two Houses, each having a distinct 
and separate organization, and is independ- 
ent of the other. ‘The Speaker of the House 
has no more authority in the Senate, nor 
over the action or proceedings of that body, 
than has any other citizen. The Presi- 
dent of the Senate can exercise no 
official control over the House, nor perform 
any official act on the part of that House. 
In the history of the United States there has 
never been a joint meeting of the two Houses 
of Congress. Such a proceeding was never 
contemplated by the Constitution. The 
“nearest approach to such a thing was under 
the twenty-second joint rule, which, being 
adopted by the two Houses separately, had 
the force of law; but even under that rule 
the two Houses did not meet in joint session ; 
the Senate and the House met in the same 
hall, but each preserved its separate and dis- 
tinct organization, and the two Houses 
separated to consult, and each House voted 
by itself and not jointly. There was no joint 
decision of any question, and, when the two 
Houses differed, the question was determined 
in the manner previously provided by the 
rule. When, therefore, it is proposed, as 
this Democratic Committee has done, that 
the vote shall be counted by the two Houses, 
the proposition is an absurdity, until it is 
shown how the two Houses can perform this 
function. 

Congress by law, or by a joint rule having 
the force of law, can unquestionably provide 
and declare the manner and means by which 
the vote shall be counted and the result as- 
Democratic Committee ig- 
nore the fact that no such law or regulation 
is in existence, and that, in the absence of 
such regulation, the individual members of 
Congress have no more control over the mat- 
ter than have the same number of any other 
citizens. The Senate, acting alone, can make 
no law or regulation ; the House acting alone 
is equally powerless ; the two Houses cannot 
meet in joint session without a previous law 
to that effect, and there is no law authorizing 

Here is the practical difficulty on this sub- 

There is a total absence of law, and, 
except when the twenty-second joint rule 
was in operation, there has never been any 
rule or law on the subject, though the neces- 
sitv for such law has been always conceded, 


and the power to enact it has always been 


when they traveled several hundred miles to 
declare that the vote should be counted by 
the Senate and House of Representatives, 
and this seems to have been done in happy 


ignorance of the fact that such a thing, in 


addition to being unprecedented, was a mat- 
ter of imp-ssibility. There can be no such 
thing aa aint meeting. How is such a 
meeting e organized? A meeting of the 
Senators and Representatives in one hall 
can have no more authority than any other 
meeting of citizens in any hall or at a street- 
corner. Senators are members of the Senate 
and not of the House; Representatives can- 
not vote as Senators. Each House must 
have its own Speaker and Clerk. Each 
House must meet as a distinct body, and 
cannot be merged into a mass-meeting. 
moment it ceases to be the Senate or the 
House, it ceases to have any official char- 
acter. There may be a meeting of the two 
Houses in the same chamber, but each House 
must retain its identity and its distinct or- 

and must vote as a body 
always. Until the adoption of the 
twenty-second joint rule, in the ab- 
sence of all legislation, the President 
of the Senate has always opened the certifi- 
cates, tabulated the votes, and announced 
the result. The Democracy now draw the 
line of strict construction that the duty and 
power of the President of the Senate ends 
with opening the certificates, and that ‘the 
votes must be counted by some other person. 
By whom must they be counted? By the 
Senate and the House of Representatives, 
say the Democrats. But how are the Senate 
and the House to do this? If a Senator de- 
sires to make a motion, to whom must he 
address himself, and who is to vote? If the 
motion is to be submitted to each House 
separately, then, if one House agree to and 
the other reject the motion, the situation re- 
mains unchanged. There, upon the table, 
will be the broken envelopes of thirty-eight 
certificates, with no person to count the votes. 
So long as the two Houses acting separately 
fail to agree, the votes must remain un- 
counted. The two Houses being equal, they. 
must agree before there can be any action, 
and, failing to agree, the constitutional di- 
rection that ‘‘the votes shail then be 
counted” must remain unexecuted. Thus,day 
after day, unable to agree, the two Houses 
must meet and adjourn, and the votes remain 
uncounted, until the 4th of March shall 
arrive, when the House of Representatives 
will cease to exist; and, the votes not having 
been counted, the offices of President and 
Vice-President will both be vacant. Did 
these men at Springfield know or suspect the 
effect—the inevitable consequences—of carry- 
ing out the course proposed by their resolu- 
tions ? , 

This whole business sums itself up into a 
very narrow compass. Unless Congress, as 
a legislative body, shall come to some agree- 
ment as to the manner of counting the votes, 
then, on the day fixed by law, the President 
of the Senate will open the certificates, tabu- 
late the figures, and announce that Harms 
has received 185 votes and Tom 184. 
And then, in the language of the Constitu- 
tion, The person having the greatest num- 
ber of votes shall be the President, if such 
number be a majority of the whole number 
of Electors appointed.” From that decision 
the American people will tolerate no appeal, 
—by arms or otherwise. 


MR. M’CORMICK’S VICTORY. 

Mr. Crsus H. McCormick has come out 
ahead—decidedly ahead—in the struggle 
among the fire-eaters and the conservatives 
of the Illinois Democracy. There was a 
movenient to depose Mr. McCormick from 
the Chairmanship of the State Committee. 
Ep Menarrt, of Springfield, led it. He call- 
eda meeting of the Committee, and stated 
that the purpose was to get Mr. MoCormrox 
out of the way. Just why the change was to 
be made, now that the election is over and 
there isn’t auy legitimate work for the Com- 
mittee to do, isn’t clear. It is thought by 
some persons that Mr. McCormicx, in this 
position, would be able to exert a more con- 
siderable influence than otherwise in favor 
of a conservative and law-abiding policy, and 
that it was on this account the warriors of 
the party wanted to get rid of him 
and have a free show for blood- 
letting. By others it has been presumed 
that the movement for his displacement was 
prompted by a desire to weakén him as a 
candidate for the United States Senate. But, 
whatever the purpose, there is no doubt that 
the programme was to bounce Mr. Mo- 
Cormick, and that the Committee was con- 
vened principally to that end. 

Now see the resul{. Mr. MoCormick was 
on hand and presided. He quietly surveyed 
the arch-conspirators, said to them that he 
was ignorant of the reason for calling the 
Committee together, and asked somebody to 
rise and explain. Then the courage of the 
valiant warriors, like that of their prototype, 
Bob Acres, oozed out at their fingers’ ends. 
Not one of them dared to stand up before 
Mr. MoCormics and reveal the real intent. 
Ep Merritt was especially and conspicuously 
silent. No one suggested that Mr. Mc- 
Cormicz might resign. None intimated that 
he was de trop. Not a person was found 
who thought a change was desirable. The 
proposed change of Chairman was not hinted 
at. Finally, some one thought, as the Com- 
mittee had come together, it would do no 
harm to agitate, and so agitation began on 
general principles. Thus Mr. MoCormicx 
triumphed. He went, and saw, and con- 
quered. His very presence was sufficient to 


bulldoze the doughty warriors into respectful 


silence. He is still ahead in the Democratic 
race for the United States Senate, and it will 
be some time before Ep Mxnntrr will under- 
stake another change of dynasty. He has 
probably been taught the good old lesson 
that it is folly to kill the goose that lays the 
golden eggs, and that Mr. McCormnox is 
much too useful to the Democratic party of 
Illinois in time of financial embarrassments 
to be sacrificed at the personal whim of some 
malcontent in Southern Illinois. Henceforth 
Mr. McCormics’s position may be regarded 
as invulnerable. 


The Democracy is in a bad way over the 
Presidential complication. There is the 
devil to pay and no pitch hot. Every day 
produces some new rumor or batch of ru- 
mors that sets them wild with desperation. 
The Northern Democrats are frenzied over 
the signs of a general break-up among the 
Southern Democrats who are making ad- 
vances toward Hares, under the conviction 
that they will obtain more from him than 
from Ini. The Henpricks men are on 
the rampage because they have discovered 
that the Eastern Democrats are hatching up 
a plot to throw the election of President into 
the House and of Vice-President into the 
Senate, which would secure the choice of 
Tran and Wuertzr and leave Hunnen 
out into the cold, The inevitable Bax Bor- 
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Ln has thrown an apple of discord into 
their ranks by advocating another election 
next summer, the President pro tem. of the 
Senate to act as President. The latest 
invention of the desperate Democracy 
is a Board of Arbitration to be composed of 
impartial Commissioners from other nations, 
with Sir Epwarp Tuornrox, the British 
Minister, as umpire, to decide the question, 
which in point of reasonableness and prac- 
ticability reminds one of the recent prop- 
osition of some of the New York Demo- 
crats to settle affairs by reannexation to 
Great Britain. The liveliness of the Democ- 
racy under pressure is somewhat remark- 
able. They remind one very forcibly of the 
man who sought shelter from a thunder- 
storm under a tree, and sought to escape the 
coming bolt by running furiously about the 


FUSTIAN 

The sentiment of the fire-eating Southern 
newspapers would be more intelligible if 
they would indulge in a little less of fustian 
and blatherskite talk. The Richmond Wiig 
is one of this class. It talks without knowl- 
edge and reasons without sense, its ordinary 
faculty of argument being beclouded by its 
frantic zeal and insane prejudice. In its 
isaue of the 26th it says: We must not be 
understood as saying that the South has no 
interest in the result, and that she will not 
respond if the call comes from her constitu- 
tionally-elected President for her sons to 
rally to the rescue of the Union and the en- 
forcement of the laws.” When this fustian 
is sifted down, what does it mean? Simply, 
that when the thirty-eight certificates are 
opened the man who is found to have 185 
votes will be President of the United States, 
and it is the duty of all patriots to support 
that man. If Mr. Tn DIN shall be found to 
have 185 votes, every man who is obedient 
to the Constitution and the laws of course 
will recognize and support him. If Mr. 
Haves shall be found to have 185 
votes, the same class of men will recog- 
nize and support him also, and to this class 
the Richmond Whig commits itself, unless 
it is talking mere buncombe. In fact, it 
has been lately rallying round the flag which 
it tried to destroy a few years ago with such 
patriotic agility and industry that we shall 
expect to see it do most of the work in sup- 
porting Mr. Harzs. Before closing ite pyro- 
technics the Whig gives us the following 
lurid display: But if peace can be main- 
tained alone by the sacrifice of the Republic, 
at the cost of liberty, by concessions to 
traitors and knaves, then may the hearts of 
all patriots be fired and their arms be 
strengthened to strike successfully for their 
country and the maintenance of its laws.” 
We do not like to disparage the new-born 
zeal of this recent convert to loyalty, but we 
would ask it very seriously what all this 
stuff means? How is the Republic to be 
sacrificed in case either Mr. Tn or Mr. 
Harzs is elected by the requisite majority 
in the Electoral College? What necessity is 
there for firing patriotic hearts or strength- 
ening their arms at all? The Whig talks as 
if Mr. TD were to be elected by the ma- 
jority of the popular vote, and the swinging 
popular majorities obtained in some of the 
Southern States by intimidating, bulldozing, 
and ostracizing Republicans were to elevate 
him into the Presidency. The President 
must be elected by the majority of the Elec- 
toral vote, and whether Mr. Hayes or Mr. 
Tr receive that majority there will be 
no.occasion for the editors of the Whig or 
any other fire-eaters to display what appears 
to be now a very ridiculous gush and 
splurge of patriotism. 
THE COMPROMISE COMMITTEES OF CON- 

GRESS. 


However much people may wish it, there 
is not a very hopeful promise that the House 
and Senate can agree, in the face of all the 
facts, upon any plan for counting the Elec- 
toral votes, but we cannot refrain from en- 
couraging an honest or earnest effort in this 
direction, The great obstacle in the way of 
a compromise now is, that concession on 
either side is decisive, and necessarily leads 
up to the success of the other side. Thusa 
proposition to restore the twenty-second 
joint rule would scarcely be agreed to in 
the Senate, because it would undoubtedly 
result in electing Mr. TIN. The terms of 
that rule enabled either House to reject the 
Electoral vote of any State, and its applica- 
tion in the present case would throw the 
election into the present House of Repre- 
sentatives, which, being elected in 1874, has 
a Democratic majority of States, and it 
would elect Ton. Senator Morron’s 
proposition, that a rejection of a 
State vote must have the  concur- 
rent action of both Houses, is much 
fairer on constitutional, equitable, and 
general principles, but the Democratic House 
would, we apprehend, not agree to it, since 
it would leave the situation very much as it 
is at present, and that would elect Haves. 
It is not easy to conceive, therefore, of any 
compromise proposition relative to the 
agency of Congress in counting the vote 
which will meet with the approbation of the 
two Committees and afterwards be ratified 
by the two Houses. It would not have been 
an easy matter even before election, but the 
difficulty has been enormously increased by 
the unprecedented closeness of the vote, 
which prompts both parties to cling pertina- 
ciously to such advantages as they have. 

At the same time, a compromise is not im- 
possible if both Houses and both parties en- 
ter upon it in the proper spirit. So long as 
each party will listen to no compromise that 
will not insure the election of its candidate, 
there remains but the alternative of permit- 
ting the President of the Senate to count the 
vote, as the more plausible inference 
of the constitutional provision, or of 
bringing on a dead-lock between the two 
Houses which shall continue till after the 
4th of March, and result in the calling of a 

election to be held next November. 
But if both parties could unite in a determi- 
nation to avoid at all hazards the national 
troubles, commotion, and injury likely to 
grow out of prolonging the complication, it 
would not be impossible, though difficult, to 
agree upon a plan that would be most likely 
to result in a fair count. The personnel of 
the Senate Committee would indicate a dis- 
position on the part of that body to agree to 
any fair proposition. Their Committee con- 
sists of four Republicans and three Demo- 
crate. Of the Republicans, Messrs. Fur 
LINGHUYsEN and Epmunpe are universally 
recognized as candid, conservative men, 
rather given to justice than partyism. Mr. 
Logan is not in a position to be very radical 
and uncompromising while he is a candidate 
for re-election before a Legislature which is 
so evenly divided that neither party knows 
whether it is in the majority or the minor. 
ity. As to Mr. Morton, he has been striving 
earnestly for two years to get some fair plan 
adopted for the count of the Electoral vote. 
If the Democrats on the Senate Committee— 
Messrs. Bazanp, Tuusman, and Ransom— 


are as fairly and candidly disposed as the 
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Republicans, the Senate will meet the House 
in the proper spirit, and meet it fully half 
way. 

The result of this conference, then, will 
depend largely on the character of the Com- 
mittee to be appointed by Mr. Raa on 
the part of the House. If he makes his se- 
lections on Democratic side among the 
personal es of Mr. Tonx, or 
those members who look out for 
the interests of the Democratic office-seek- 
ers, the conference will be productive of no 
good results. But if his selections are from 
among the conservative Democrats North and 
South, giving a proper consideration to that 
class of Southern people who want to avoid 
every possibility of civil war, it is not im- 
possible that a suggestion will be made to 
which a majority of both Houses will agree 
by common consent. The situation is so 
critical that certainly every honorable means 
for compromise ought to be improved, and 
the ultraism of the office-holders on the one 
side and of the office-seekers on the other 
ought to be discouraged. 


The foregoing was written before we had 
seen the composition of the House Commit- 
tee. A Washington dispatch says: 

Speaker RAR DALL to-day appointed the follow- 
ing as a Committee to act with the Senate Commit- 
tee to consider the question of counting the 
Electoral votes: Paine, Hunton, Hewirr, 
Sprinegr, McCrary, Hoar, and WILLARD of 


Michigan. 
The last three named are excellent selec- 


tions for the delicate work before the Com- 
mittee, but we cannot speak favorably of the 
four first named. RAD, might as well 
have appointed Sam Ino himself as his 
henchman Anm Hewitt, who is perhaps the 
most rabid Democratic partisan in the United 
States. raren, of Springfield, is the 
Jumping-Jack of the House, who. bel- 
lows fo? wah if Tum is not counted 
in. Pan, of Cleveland, is a tenacious par- 
tisan, but generally esteemed a tolerably 
fair-minded man. As to Hunton, of Vir- 
ginia, we know but little, and that little in- 
spires no particular confidence that he will 
do anything useful to solve the muddle. 
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THE PRESIDENTIAL VOTE. 

Dividing the vote cast for President into 
Northern and Southern on the old Free and 
Slave State line of demarcation, we have the 
following instructive and significant figures: 

The twenty-two Free States voted as fol- 
lows : 

For Hayes, Rep 
Por TUGeR, DOM. oii .. 2, 694, 643 
Majority for Hayes 

There were also cast 85,991 votes for 
Cooper and Surrn, making TILpEn’s minority 
in the North 882,498 votes. The sixteen for- 
mer Slave States voted as follows: 

For Tilden 
For Hayes 
Majority for Tilden 492, 968 

There were also cast 7,073 votes for Coo 
and Surrx in the South. 

It will thus be seen that, in round num- 
bers, Hayes obtained a quarter of a million 
majority in the States which fought for the 
Union and preserved it. 

And Tro obtained a half million major- 
ity in the States that fought to destroy and 
dissolve the Union. 

Whatever majority TI. Dm has secured on 
the popular vote consists of the ballots 
of those who strove to dismember and an- 
nihilate the American Republic. The 
larger this majority the less creditable it is 
to the candidate who received it,—especially 
when taken in connection with the notorious 
fact that he, too, was openly opposed to the 
salvation and restoration of the Union. But 
Mr. TitpEen’s vote would have been cut to 
pieces and almost obliterated in the South if 
all those opposed to his election had been 
freely and peaceably allowed to cast their 
votes for the candidate of their choice. In 
the four States of Alabama, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, and Texas, TrpEn’s majority is 230,- 
276. At a free and fair election, there is 
a Republican majority in those four 
States. Leave out bulldozing, frauds, and 
disfranchisement, and hold such an election 
as we have in the North, and the Repub- 
licans can carry Mississippi and Alabama by 
larger majorities than the Democrats can get 
in Georgia and Texas. With a fair and 
square election in South Carolina and Louisi- 
ana, the Republicans can carry the first by 
$0,000 and the second by 20,000 majority. 
In those six States Gov. Harms has not re- 
ceived within 300,000 as many votes as he 
would have got if the election had been held 
as fairly and uprightly as it was in his own 
State of Ohio. No man will dispute this 
who has examined the subject with candor. 

Now, while it is true that TD has re- 
ceived an ex-Rebel majority in the South 
larger than that obtained by Hares in the 
North, it is also a fact that Haves has carried 
a majority of the States. Haves has carried 
twenty-one States and Tum has carried 
only seventeen States. This fact may be 
fairly set up as an offset against the claim 
that TDx's ex-Rebel majority overcomes 
Hayes’ majority in the Union North, where 
Tum is in a minority by a third of a 
million. 

THE BLOOD-MONEY TAX AGAIN. 

The Know-Nothing folly was supposed to 
have run its course long ago, when it was re- 
jected by the sober judgment of the Ameri- 
can public as a paltry provincialism of which 
full-grown men should be ashamed. But in 
New York the Tammany Ring, which mo- 
nopolized speculation in the foreign vote,” 
has maintained Know-Nothingism in its most 
odious form, to-wit: in the blood-money im- 
post upon immigrants. Political economists 
long since pointed out, as has been abun- 
dantly corroborated by the statisticians, that 
upon computation each immigrant who lands 
in this country, upon an average,—counting 
what money he brings with him and what he 
adds to the capital of the country in laboring 
capacity,—contributes directly about a thou- 
sand dollars to the aggregate national wealth. 
But it remained for the Tammany Ring to 
impose a tax upon humanity,—a tariff 
upon human flesh and blood. And 
of all the abuses maintained by Tam- 
many none was more atrocious than the 
Immigrant Commission. Through it was 
extorted the blood-money tax upon which as 
infamous agang of political dead-beats as ever 
infested this country fattened. At last the 
steamship companies rebelled against the in- 
iquity, and the United States Supreme Court 
recently decided the blood-money tax uncon- 
stitutional, thus protecting the poor immi- 
grants against that imposition, and depriving 
the Commission of the power to further 
plunder, which result was hailed with general 
rejoicing. 

But now the Castle Garden Ring appears 
before Congress, and, in a bill which Mr. 8. 
S. Cox has been selected to introduce, asks 
to be re-established by national authority to 
again extort from every immigrant the blood- 
money tax of $2 per capita levied upon every 
man, woman, and child of foreign birth landed 
in the United States. This bill is entitled 
A bill to regulate immigration,” and provides 
that the tax shall be paid tothe Collector of

Oustoms. At the same time it carefully pro- 
vides that the money when collected shall be 
turned over to the Castle Garden ring. The 
provision of the bill is as follows: It shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
quarter-yearly, the first quarter 
after the approval of this get, to request the 
Governor of each State of the United States 
to transmit to him within thirty days a state- 
ment of the amount which his State or any 
local officer or board thereof may have incur- 
red, paid out, or expended according to law 
for the support and maintenance of any of 
the immigrants within five years from arrival, 
for whom the amount specified in the second 
section of this act shall have been paid.” 

The plain meaning of this is that, since the 
Supreme Court of the United States have 
decided the head-money statute of New 
York unconstitutional, Congress is asked 
to make it constitutional by a United States 
statute, under which the money collected 
shall be paid from the Treasury to the Im- 
migrant Commission of New York. And to 
make sure that the Castle Garden Commis- 
sion shall get hold of the entire amount by 
the United States collected, there is this 
further extraordinary provision: It shall 
be lawful to include and charge in such state- 
ment, asa part of the amount incurred, laid 
out, and expended as aforesaid, the whole or 
a fair proportionate part of the current ex- 
penses of the institutions or establishments 
in which such immigrants may be cared for, 
maintained, or supported, according to the 
fact whether such institutions or establish- 
ments were, at the time of such maintenance 
and support, exclusively and actually appro- 
priated to and used for such immigrants, or 
were at such time appropriated and used for 
them in common with other persons requiring 
and receiving public aid or support.” 

That is, after the United States shall have 
squeezed out of the ts this blood- 
money, it shall be turned over to the Castle 
Garden Ring as the whole or a fair pro- 
portionate part of the expenses of any in- 
stitution” the Commission may make pre- 
tense of setting up wherein immigrants in 
common with other persons may receive aid. 

The bill is a transparent device for perpet- 
uating one of the Tammany imiquities to 
which the Supreme Court of the United 
States has righteously dealt a blow that 
must prove fatal, unless Congress interferes 
in the manner indicated by Cox’s bill, 
which itself can be killed none too soon. 
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THE LESSONS OF A QUARREL. 

Thursday’s Trrsunz contained a brief dis- 
patch setting forth the details of an extraor- 
dinary quarrel at Mason City, II. Two 
brothers, WIT Hornz and Wir111am Horne, 
both prominent farmers, were arguing poli- 
tics, when W1LL14M, becoming enraged, drew 
a knife upon the other. The latter’s wife, 
who was present, attempted to separate 
them, and, in the melee, had her hand 
nearly severed from the arm. Her husband, 
infuriated by the attack upon her, seized a 
shot-gun and fired at his brother, inflicting a 
dafigerous wound. The woman also is in a 
critical condition, with little probability that 
she can recover. 

The circumstances of this fraternal quar- 
rel and its deplorable results have a sig- 
nificance reaching far beyond the local trag- 
edy. They teach a lesson which may be 
read with profit by the people of this coun- 
try. What happened in that quarrel between 
two men, neither of whom hold office, ex- 
pect office, or probably care who will have 
the offices, is what will happen among forty- 
four millions of people, if the hot-heads of the 
two parties are allowed to hurl their fire- 
brands indiscriminately and inaugurate their 
candidate for President regardless of right or 
wrong. It is the first illustration of such a 
miserable, internecine war in miniature. It 
clearly shows the manner in which such a 
war would be waged. It would array broth- 
ers against brothers, relatives against rela- 
tives, friends against friends. There 
are partners in business, members of 
churches, secret societies, and benevolent as- 
sociations, on both sides of the political 
question, who would be in arms against each 
other, and this is what would happen in 
every State, county, city, school-district, 
village, and neighborhood of this nation. 


Communists and ferocious mobs from the 
slums, who, caring for neither side, would 
plunder both alike. And then, after this 
bloody hearth-stone war has been waged un- 
til one side or the other is exhausted, what 
does it settle or how does it alter the situa- 
tion? Suppose that A gets the post-office, 
how long would he keep it? The very first 
day that he commenced to distribute the 
mails he would probably be shot. After such 
a ferocious savagery, the shooting of one, 
two, or a hundred officeholders would be 


nothing. 


In view of such circumstances as these, it | 


would be well for these incendiary and insane 
partisans on both sides to remember that 
there is still a third party in the field, or will 
be when they proceed to inaugurate an era 
of fratricide and neighborhood murder in 
this country.

GaLEssure, III., Dec. 22.—This community 
was startled between 8 and 9 o’clock last night 


by a large aud brilliant meteor passing in a 


northeasterly direction over the city. Prof. 
Comstock, of Knox College, gives the following 
description of it in this evening’s Republican- 
Register: My family were startled by a brill- 
iant flash of light which fell upon the carpet in 
the presence of lamp-light as being green. 
The children gave the alarm and rushed to the 
south door, just in time to see the explosion of 
asplendid meteor. They say it was red, blue, 
and all colors, like a rocket. The light cast 
upon the clouds had a greenish tint. I was too 
late to see anything, though it could not have 


becn more than ten seronds from the time the 
alarm Was given until l was in the open air. 


However, in about five minutes (estimated, not 


observed) a trewendots explosion occurred, 

consisting of two reports, with an interval of 
about a half-second. Every window in the 

house seemed to rattle, and the solid earth to 
tremble. It closely resembled a heavy 

clap of thunder. If the time be- 
tween the flash and the report: 
was five minutes. the distance must 

have been something over sixty miles, and the 

angle of elevation, as near as can be estimated 

from the testumony of the observers, would give 

a height of less than fortv miles.

LASALLE, III., Dec. 22.—A very large and re- 
markably brilliant meteor passed over this city 
from the western to the eastern horizon at about 
8:45 last evening. Large numbers of people 
witnessed its passage, and so great was its 
illuminating qualities that our streets were 
lighted almost as brilliantly as by day, and 
small objects could be seen at a considerable 
distance.

JACKSONVILLE, Dec. 2i.—A grand and singu- 
larly beautiful meteoric display was witnessed 
from this citv to-night, about 8:30 o’clock. The 
meteor first came in view away to the west, and 
about 50 degrees above the horizon. It passed 
seemingly but ashort distance north of the city, 
and was finally lost to sight away to the east- 
ward. When first seen it scemed a blazing, burn- 
ing ball, nearly as large as a full moon, and 
appeared to be moving directly towards this 
city. As it swept along, with its fiery tail, some 
twenty degrees in length, and some ten to 
twenty biazing fragments, it presented a 
spectacle of surpassing maguificence and beauty.

THE EAST. 
SWEEPING REFORMS. 

Lowpon, Dec. 2.—4 dispatch to the Daily 
Telegraph from Pera states that the reforms 
adopted by the preliminary Conference are very 
sweeking. Thev include the admission of 
Christians in the Ottoman army, and the trans- 
formation of the villayet of Sophia into a 
Christian province, under a Governor. Opinion 
is pretty evenly divided as to whether the Porte 
will yield to the recommendation of the Powers. 

The 7 ’s correspondent represents 
that Midhat’s appoirftment means more vigor- 
ous action, and resistance to undue foreign in- 
fluence. 

GERMANY. 

BuxlLix, Dec. 22.—The Emperor William. 
closed the session of the German Parliament to- 
day with a speech from the throne. He 
sald, in reference to foreign affairs: 
“The negotiations of the Powers on 
the. Eastern question, as far as 
proceeded with, justify the hope that my efforts 
and mutually-conciliatory and peaceful inten- 
tions of the Powers immediately concerned, will 
be successful in solving the pending questions 
without prejudice tothe good relations exist- 
ing. Germany will continue, by friendly and 
disinterested mediation, to lend her co-opera- 
tion for the attainment of this end.” 

THE PROPOSED OCCUPATION. 

Lonpon, Dec. 22.—A telegram from Brussels 
says Belgium has been officially requested to 
send troops into Bulgaria. The Brussels press 
disapproves such action. 

A dispatch from Constantinople announces 
that a plenary conference has been summoned 
to meet to-morrow. Savfet Pasha will preside. 

A FAILURE. 

Lonpon, Dec. 28—5 a. m.—A Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Times telegraphs that the plan 
for a temporary transfer of a certain number of 
foreign soldiers into the: Turkish service isa 
failure. No second-rate State will meddle with 
the Eastern question. Belgium had been 
confidentially sounded and had declined to 
take any part in Eastern affairs. 
Thereupon, it appears the plan of introducing 
foreign police into the Turkish service was 
mooted by England, but it was rejected by Rus- 
sia. If any plan involving the presence of a 
foreign force be submitted te Turkey it can 
only be the revival of the first of the above- 
mentioned schemes, framed in general terms, 
and recommended without very strong hopes of 
its success. 

The Post announces in an official form that 
Belgium refused to supply soldiers for the occu- 
pation of Turkey, but proposed that each Com- 
missioner be accompanied by a thousand of his 
own countrymen as a police force. 

THE SULTAN. 

A telegram tothe Times from Pera states that 
the Sultan is ill, and his indisposition is of a 
nature to cause some uneasiness. 

THE MAROS AFFAIR. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Times re- 
ports that the Maros affair has caused excite- 
ment which almost overbears the interest in the 
Conference. 

The Times’ Berlin dispatch says: It seems 
that the aggressors in this case belonged vo the 
Russian part of the garrison of Belgrade. 

A Vienna special reports that Austria has ac- 
cepted the reparation offered bv Servia, and the 
Hungarian authorities have been directed to 
use all their influence towards tranquilizing the 
popular feeling in Hungary.

Your Honor has decided that the court has juris- 
diction, and that the fair constsuction of the 
statute requires the presentation of the bond 
for approval to the Supervisor and Town Clerk. 
Let us assume thatis so; does it follow from 
those conclusions that the injunction is to be 
allowed? If there is any injury*to be inflicted 
upon the complainants which would be irremo- 
diable, then of course there would be ground 
for the allowame of the injunction; but what 
injary is threatened to these complainants or to 
any other taxpayers by anything that is pro- 
posed to be done ? A court may have the right 
to allow an injunction, but yet in its discretion 
it very often refuses to e the writ. In- 
deed, that discretion is usually exer- 
c a refusal to allow 
an injunction where public interests are involved, 
and it will interfere with the public business, or 
as in this case with the collection of taxes. The 
Court must first be satisfied that the parties ap- 
plying for relief are threatened with an injury 
and are likely to suffer. Now, suppose it is time

THE END IS NOT YET. 

It is the general opinion among railroad men 
that the railroad war is far from being ended. 
The advance in freight rates to and from East- 
ern points, which was made last week, is the 
only result of the agreement so far. The fight 
in regard to passenger rates remains as fierce as 
ever, and the way matters look at present it is 
probable that the prevailing low rates will con- 
tinue for a long time yet. The dead-lock in re- 
gard to passenger rates is caused by a local fight 
between the Erie and New York Central Rail- 
roads. The fight has been going on for a long 
time, and there is hardly a probability that 
the two lines can compromise on a basis 
which would be satisfactory to both. 
The principal cause of this difficulty 
are the steamers running during the summer 
„1 York = Albany. By x —— 
ers placed posters aroun 0 
peo 0 going to New York to buy tickets a6 


do Albany, and there take the boats. Tue New 


York Central charges from Buffalo to Albany 
$6.15, and the steamers e from Albany to 
New York from 50 cents to $1. This makes the 
rate to New York by the New York Central and 
steamers only about $7, while the lar rate 
before the war was from 89 to $10. Owing to 
the steamboat competition the Erie could get 
but few Buffalo passengers during the summer 
months, and, as it has not the facility of a 
steamboat connection, it claims the right to 
charge $2 less from Buffalo to New York 
than the New York Central. The latter 
road cannot control the steamboats, 
and could not dictate to them what 
rates they should make. Under no considera- 
tion would it accede to the demands of the Erie, 
as such course would destroy its own local busi- 
ness. The Erie opened the war by reducing the 
rate from Buffalo to New York from $9 to $7. 
The New York Central followed by reducing its 
rate tothe same The Erie then went 
down to $5, but the New York Central refused 
to follow, and adhered to the $7 rate. And 
thus matters still stand with no prospect of 
being settled. As long as this state of affairs 
continues it is impossible to increase the 
through rates to New York, and as long as the 
rates to New York remain low the rates to 
other Eastern seabourds will of necessity keep 
at corresponding figures. 

As regards the agreement recently made in 
freight rates, it is not believed that itis intended 
to be permanent. vee | one can see that such an 

ement as was made can and undoubtedly 
will be violated. Who is to decide which grain 
is for export and which for local use? The roads 
leading to Philadelphia and Baltimore will cer- 
tainly call all the grain they carry local ship- 
ments. They will take good care that none 
oes there that goes direct to the ocean vessels. 
he suggestion made by a correspondent in 
yesterday's TRipUNEw isa good one. Let the 
same rate be charged on the freights to all sea- 
board points and then give a drawback on what 
is exported. If such an agreement was made it 
might last for some time. It looks as if the 
Eastern magnates merely desired to increase 
their revenue during the winter months as there 
is no competition by lake. As soon as navi- 
gation opens again they will probably inaugurate 
another war and try to force the settlement of 
the question which seaboard town is entitled to 
the export business. 
— — 
THEY MEAN TO STOP IT. 

The railroads have had much trouble during 
the past year, because a large number of the 
country editors to whom free passes and thou- 
sand-mile tickets had been issued for their own 
personal use had sold them to scalpers. This 
not only annoyed the railroads, but it also in- 
jured their business to a great extent, for the 
people who bought these passes from scalpers 
would have had to buy regular tickets from the 
railroads. A great many of these passes which 
were found in wrong hands were taken up, and 
the parties holding them compelled to pay fare. 
The scalpers were also closely watched, and 
several of them arrested for dealin 
in illegitimate tickets. The tri 

ust one scalping firm, Mulford & 
cKenzie, is now pending in the Criminal Court. 
So far, however, none of ihese parties have 
been brought to terms, and they continue their 
business as if there was no law prohibiting it.

They do not only refuse to be ‘ intimidated,” 
but they are getting bolder every day. Some of 
the firms have lately sent circulars to all the 
country editors, telling them how and of whom 
to obtain the passes, giving the names of 
the Ticket and Passenger Agents to whom they 
should apply. At theend of the circular an 
offer is made for the passes thus obtained. 

As all the passes and tickets will run out at 
the end of this month, the railroads are now 
considering plans to obviate the difficulties from 
which they have been suffering during the past 
year. Some roads have decided to make every 
man receiving a pass sign bis name on the same, 
and if it is presented to the conductor that geu- 
tleman will have to request the holder to sign 
his name on a little book and the two signatures 
will then be compared. There are, however, 
some railroad managers who think this plan is a 
poor one, as a man’s signature written in a jolt- 
ing car may differ from that written in arr office. 
It is now proposed to have the photograph of 
each dead-head placed on the back of the ticket 
or pass. In this way the conductor could see at 
a glance whether the right man presented the 
ticket or not, It is not yet decided whether the 
railroads or the holders of the tickets will have 
to pay fortheir pictures. But any man accept- 
ing a free pass ought to be able to stand the ex- 
pensé of aphotograph. The plan is undoubted- 
ly a good one, and will prevent the use of free 
passes and tickets by persons not entitled to 
— and protect the railroads from imposi-

THE REVIVAL. 


Vesterday's Noon- Meeting De- 
voted to the Temperance 
Cause. 


Mr. Moody Explains the Meaning of 
the Cities of Refuge, 


And Calls upon all Drunkards te Seek 
Salvation in Christ, 


The Inquiry-Meetings at the Tab- 
ernacle in the Evening. 


TEMPERANCE DAY, 
THE NOONOAY MEETING AT THE TABERNACLE. 

Temperance day always calls out a large con- 
gregation. There were nearly 5,000 people at 
the Tabernacle yesterday at 12 o’clock, attract- 
ed by the desire to hear rescued men tell how 
they were saved. Like the Pharisees, they wish 
again and again to hear how the eyes of these 
blind men have been opened, but, unlike them, 
these great congregations are ready and willing 
to give the glory of the miracle to Jesus Christ, 
the Savior of sinners. Nothing connected with 
these revival services has produced such a deep 
impression as the work among the inebriates; 
it is anew revelation of the power of the Gospel 
that it is able to deliver sinners from the in- 
wrought physical course of their sins as well as 
from the moral and spiritual ruin which has re- 
sulted from them, 

The exercises were opened by singing Jesus, 
lover of my soul,“ after which the Rev. Mr. 
Davis read the requests for prayer, as follows: 
Prayer for twelve gamblers; four physicians 
ruining themselves by sin; a saloon-keeper in 
this city; an intemperate man; by a wife and 
mother for a husband and father; four business- 
men; for a fallen woman; for a wife a slave to 
drink; for one who signed herself a lost soul; for 
a man @ confirmed drunkard; nine brothers: ten 
intemperate sons; five young mem given to 
drink; for a woman that God will save her now; 
for the reformed men that they may be kept; 
for a son who is a gambler and drunkard; fora 
husband and son-in-law being ruined by strong 
drink; for one who is in Congress; and others. 

Prayer was then offered by the Rev, Mr. 


Erdman. 

The Scripture lesson for the day was the 
twentieth chapter of Joshua, being an accou nt 
of the appointment of the cities of refuge, to 
which be who slew his neighbor unawares might 
flee, to de safe from the avenger of blood. 

These cities of refuge, said Mr. Moody 
after he had finished the reeding, were typi- 
cal of Christ. The roads which led to them 
were always to be — and the bridges in good 
repair. At the forks of the road there were 
signboards with the word“ Refuge in red 
letters and a hand pointing the way to the city; 
and when once a fugitive got inside he found 
shelter, defense, and society. 

Christ isthe refuge for these poor drunkards, 
who are hurled down by the power of strong 
drink. Flee to Him and you will find safety, 
pardon. a new nature, and the fellowship of 

hrist and His people. 

Now, I want to call your attention to the 
names of these six cities of refuge, The first is 
Kadesh,—that means “holiness.”” “Ob,” says 
one, “if I could only find holiness I should be 
safe.” Well, my friend, P you want to find 
holiness come to Christ. He is holv; even the 
devils admitted that. Don’t you remember 
how the devil answered Him, when He charg- 
ed him to come out of the maniac? I know 
who Thou art; the holy one of God.” Christ 
is holiness for you; you will. never bave rye Be 
yous own. Flee unto Kadesh, and Christ s 

e made unto you righteousness, sanctification, 
and redemption. 

The name of the next is Shechem,—that means 
shoulder.“ something to carry burdens on. 
„Oh,“ says the poor sinner, “if I could only 
get rid of this awful load of sin! It weighs me 
down to despalr.“ Well, then, flee to Shechem. 
You haven't far to go. 
It isn’t as if the city of refuge were ten miles 
away, and you must run to it with this terrible 
burden on your shoulders. Christ is right 
here. Just lay your burden on His shoulder, 
who is the great Burden-Bearer, and He will 
carry it for vou, or, still better, roll it into His 
own sepulchre, and you shall see it no more, 

The name of the third city is Hebron,—that 
means joined.“ Some of these drunkards 
would like to become Christians, but they are 
all the time afraid they can’t hold out. Well, 
my friend, the thing for you to do isto flee to 
Hebron, and when once you are joined to Christ 
you are safe. Christ will carry out what He 
undertakes, and if you join yourself to Him 
and trust your salvation to Him you will be 
able to stand in Him to all eternity. 

I heard of a man who went into business out 
here insome of these Western towns where 
people said he was sure to fail; but he didn’t, 
and after he had been getting along very well 
jor some years, and showing no signs of fail- 
ing, it was discovered that the man 
had a brother at the Kast who was 
very rich, and who helped him along from time 
to time. Just so with you, sinner; you have a 
Brother who is very rich, and, if * are joined 
in agg with Him, He will help you to 
hold out. It is those who are not joined to 
Christ who fail; but they who are joined to 
Him have pre and grace. “They that trust 
in the Lord shall not want any g thing.“ 

The name of the fourth city is Bezer,—that 
means “fortified.” “The Lord is @ stro 
tower; the righteous runneth into it and is 
safe. None shall be able to pluck them out 
of my hand,” savs Christ. There is a fortress 
which all the powers of the world and all the 
deyils in hell can never batter down. Flee to Be- 
zer, and you will find yourself behind the forti- 
tications cast up by Christ himself. 

The fifth city is oth,—that means high.“ 
Flee to Kamoth, up out of the low lands of your 
old lusts, and passions, and appetites, up to the 
hi laces of communion with Christ. 

And I, of the lifted up,” says Christ, “ will 
draw all men unto Me.“ If you will come to 
Christ, He will lift vouup above the world, 
828 old evil nature; and by and by He 
will raise you to the heights of His eternal glory. 

The last city is Golan, which means “exile.” 
We are strangers and pilgrims in this world. 
Like Moses in Egypt, we are exiles from home, 
and we seek a better country,—that is,aheavenly 
one. What we want is to get to Golan, get 
where we feel that we are not of this 
world, but belong to the Kingdom of 
Christ. Our citizenship is in Heaven.“ 
But after all, my friends, you haven't to flee to 
find the city of refuge. Christ is right here; 
right at the door of your hearts; give yourself 

Him; make Christ your refuge to-day.

MEETING OF THE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The County Board of Education held a special 
meeting yesterday afternoon, for the purpose of 
auditing the pay-rolls. The new member, C. 
C. P. Holden, was present in the flesh together 
with Messrs. Lewis, Plant, O'Connell, aud Gard- 
ner. President Kearney occupied the chair, 
and, in calling the meeting to order, said he 
desired to have the pay-rolls audited before he 
left the city fora time. After that, any busi- 
ness would be iu order which the members de- 
sired to call up. He took great pleasure in in- 
troducang the new member, Mr. Holden, and 
hoped their association would be as pleasant as 
that which formerly existed between the Buard 
and Mr. Johuson, Mr. Holden’s predecessor. 

Mr. Holden smiled and looked pleased. 

The Secretary read the salary-list for Decem- 
ber, Wentworth having taken it upon himself 
to raise his salary from $250 to $300 a month. 

Mr. Gardner moved that the salaries be the 
same as last year. 

Mr. Plant moved as an amendment that in- 
asmuch as the County Commissioners had se- 
lected teachers temporarily in consequence of 
the deadlock in the Board, the action of the 
Co:nmissioners be acquiesced in for the present, 
so far as the selection of teachers was con- 
cerned. Mr. Plant was moved to do this in 
order, as he said, to place the whole matter on 
the record. 

Mr. Lewis observed that teachers could end 
their connection with the school by giving thirty 
days’ notice, and the Board could do likewise 
with the teachers. 

Mr. Plant said there was no desire to change 
the teachers during the year. When the year 
expired the Beard would do what it pleased and 
as it honestly thought was its duty. 

Mr. Holden contended that the teachers ought 
to know whether they were secure in their posi- 
tions or otherwise. 

Mr. Gardner offered as a further amendment 
that these teachers be employed until the Board 
otherwise ordered. 

Mr. Plant said the present status of the Board 
was the same as it had been before the advent 
of Mr. Holden. There was no way out of the 
difficulty presented by a four-to-four fight but 
to accept the situation for the present. 

Mr. Gardner withdrew his amendment and 
Mr. Plaut’s motion was passed. 

Mr. Gardner renewed bis motion to make the 
salaries the same as last year. The motion was, 
after some little talk, carried, Mr. Lewis ex- 
plaining that the apparent increase in Went- 
worth’: salary was owing to the peculiarity in 
the way in which he drew his salary. Went- 
worth’s salary, for the current year, is, there- 
fore, the same as it was last year—$250. 

THE CHAIRMANSHIP. 

Mr. Plant moved to continue Mr. Kearney as 
Chairman of the Board. 

Mr. Lewis objected. No such a motion was 


to be sprung, especially when it had been repre- 


sented that no matters outside of auditing the 
pay-rolls would be attended to.

Mr. Lewis likewise insisted on his objection. 

Mr. Gardner intimated that Mr. Lewis was 
seeking to continue the deadlock by a fight 
over the Chairmanship of the Board. 

Mr. Lewis said he hadn’t introduced the sub- 
ect, and he had no wish to keep up the@ght, 

Mr. Plant hoped his motion would prevail, 
and made a speech, alluding to Mr. Lewis 
as the cause of all the _ turbulence 
for the past six months or more. [Interruption 
by Mr. Lewis.] The gentleman was very apt at 
interrupting. The omer side had gotten every 
concession in the matter of teachers that it de- 
sired, and it was no more than right that his 
side should insist on electing a Chairman. 

Mr. Holden counseled moderation. He would 
have Mr. Kearney continue in the chair for the 
present.

COL. HULL’S DEATH. 
ACTION TO BE TAKEN. 

The death of Col. James 8. Hull at the 
Northern Insane Hospital, and the facts sur- 
rounding the case, as published in yesterday's 
TRipuns, have caused considerable interest to 
be taken by the public as to how the public insti- 
tutions are managed. Dr. E. A. Kilbourne, the 
the Superintendent of the Asylum, was in the 
city yesterday. He stated the death of Col. 
Hull was due to the cumulation of the narcotics 
administered to him. He had taken 120 grains 
of morphine and laudanum between 7 
o'clock in the morning and 10 at 
night. Col. Hull was a raving 
maniac, and the anacothetics were given to 
quiet him. Dr. Kilbourne came to this city to 
buy the usual Christmas presents for the in- 
mates of the institution, and left Col. Hull in 
ong of Dr. Dewev, an experienced physician. 
Dr. Kilbourne stated that he was stopping at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel and not the Tremont 
House, as was usual with him when he came to 
the city, and hence telegrams informing him of 
the case did not reach him until it was too late. 
He regrets the circumstances exceedingly.

JIMMY, THE KID, 
TRIED ON A CHARGE OF VAGRANCY. 

The case of The People of the State of Illinois 
vs. James Carroll, arrested for vagrancy, was 
tried yesterday afternoon before Justice Foote. 
The case was brought up before Justice Sum- 
merfield, from whom a change of venue was 
taken. 

One of the papers prepared to be submitted 
in the case was an affidavit by George A. Hart- 
man, of fragrant notoriety, to the effect that 
Justice Foote was not the next Justice to Jus- 
tice Summerfield, and that Justice Pollak should 
try the case. 

An attorney for the defense claimed that the 
law provided for no such misdemeanor as va- 

rancy; and, further, that there was so much 
nformality in the papers that the case could 
not be tried. The Court was not inclined to 
take this view of the matter, and the following 
testimony was taken before a jury: 

James Keon swore that he was an officer at 
the Twenty-second Street Station; went under 
orders to the depot corner Twenty-second and 
Clark streets, and there found Carroll with 
others, among them W. P. Trussell; didn’t see 
the men do anything but stand with their heads 
together; general character of the five men was 
that they worked the trains as pickpockets; 
they were arrested for that offense some time 


ago. 

Officer Max Ripley had known Mr. Carroll for 
eight years, both before and after he was a 
policeman; he had been all that time a thief 
and a confidence operator; he had never fol- 
lowed, as far as the witness knew, any honor- 
able occupation, but had always been a confi- 
dence operator; had known him and his gang 
working the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Road: Carroll made it his business to work the 
road; arrested Carroll two weeks ago for steal- 
ing $1,300 from aman; ali the conductors on 
the road knew Carroll as a thief. 

W. A. Sargent, an officer at the Harrison 
Street Station, testified that Carroll was a con- 
fidence man and that he had seen him follow 
many passengers. 

The defense relied on the jury and brought in 
no testimony. The jury did not disappoint 
them, but returned a verdict of not guilty, and 
the prisoner was rep ret The names of the 
five men selected to discharge complainaut were 
Parish, a saloon keeper; Dow, of 41 West 
Quincy street; Fields,a cabinet maker; P. J. 
Rafty, and J. R. Skidmore.

Death and disease are not evidences of the displeas- 
ure of the good All-Father, but rather the result 
of our ignorance of the laws which govern health, 
and the bad consequences therefrom should stimu- 
late us to investigation. When we live in accord- 
ance with the laws of Hygiene, health will be 
catching instead of disease, Robert Ingersoll to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Regularity in feed- 
ing children is of great importance. Ac may 
form ahabitof eating six and eight times a day, or 
it may learn to satisfy its appetite at three regular 
meals. If a child gets so hungry between meals 
that waiting seems impossfble, give it all the bread 
without butter it wants. I find it works admirably 
with my children. Don’t stuff it with cookies or 

cake until it loses all desire for normal food. 

But I must not prolong this article. I will sim-
